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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's arguments filed on 5/13/02 (paper #14) have been fully considered. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application 
being examined was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily 
published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

2. Claims 1-4, 6-10, 12, 14, and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Enomoto et al. (Enomoto) (6,324,345). 

Enomoto discloses in Figures 7-9 and col. 15-27, an image reading method and 
apparatus for reading an original image by prescan, setting reading conditions and 
performing fine scan, analyzing both data of a preset area or the trimming area of the 
original image for both prescanned data and the fine scanned data, calculating a 
correction condition such that values of the prescanned data and fine scanned data 
match (82, 84, 83, 76) and processing the fine scanned data. Enomoto also discloses 
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image characteristic value of an average density, and separate memory for prescan 
(60) and fine scan (62). Enomoto discloses using the fine scanned data as well as 
prescanned data to calculate the correction condition in col. 16, lines 45-55. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
3. Claims 5 f 11, 13, 15, 16, and 18 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 



Response to Arguments 

Applicant argues that Enomoto only uses prescanned data to make corrections. 
However, Enomoto discloses in col. 16, lines 45-55, corrections based on fine scanned 
data.
